This action is the result of 
a formal requisition from the French 
Foreign Office that the United States 
exercise its “policing powers” in the 
Western Hemisphere. 


Felix Diaz Taken 
Aboard Gunboat. 


GALVESTON, TEXAS, Oct. 28.— 
General Felix Diaz wag taken on 
board the United States gunboat 
Wheeling at Vera Cruz early to-day 
after he had informed the Ameri- 
can Consul there, William Canada, 
that agents of General Huerta had 
‘threatened to assassinate him, accord- 
ing to a cablegram received here. 

The dispatch adds that Jose Sando- 
val and Cecilio Ocon, two support- 
ers of Diaz, and Alexander Williams, 
an American newspaper man, were 
taken on board the Wheeling with 
Diaz, and are now under the pro- 
tection of the United States flag.

uf the two Madero brothers, arrested 
by General Huerta’s orders at Mon- 
terey on a charge of treason, ap- 
pealed to-day to the United States 
for assistance in behalf of the ac- 
cused men. 

Their plea was made personally to 
Cnited States Consul Canada and 
Special Envoy John Lind. They were 
told that the American Government 
already had made representations to 
they Mexican capital to secure a fair 
trial for both men. 

The women were hysterical when 
hey arrived here from Tampico on a 
gunboat with their husbands, who 
are to be tried at Mexico City. They 
wept as they told Mr. Lind of -their 
fears that both men would be assas- 
sinated as was their brother, ex- 
ident Madero. 

Diaz’s Prestige Gone. 
elix Diaz, now being on board the 
United States battleship Louisiana, to 

which he was transferred from the 

gunboat Wheeling, he has lost all the 
prestige he gained by aiding in the 
overthrow of Madero. 

Even friends of Diaz declare he lost 
“cowardice” his opportunity for 
becoming a national hero. They as- 
sert that by going to Mexico City he 
could have brought to his banner 
thousands of Mexicans who even yet 
are thrilled by the name of Porfirio 
Diaz, his uncle> 

The Mexican Government will take 
no steps to secure the return of Diaz. 
He has himself done what the Huerta 
emissaries sent to Havana to keap 
him out of the country failed to do, 
and there is no doubt that Huerta 
will be glad to have him away from 
Mexico, 

Hatred Against U. S. Consul. 

A bittr hatred for the United 
States Consul, William V. Canade, 
has developed as a result of the Diaz 
inix-up. An investigation is being 
conducted by the Mexican Govern- 
ment to put Canada in a bad light, 
and this already has had Its effect. 

The proprietor of the German Hotel 
as made affidavits before witnesses 
that Canada was the direct cause of 
‘Diaz going to the hotel, and was the 
agent who negotiated for the rent of 
the apartments in which Diaz lived 
n while there. In proof of this he 
told the authorities that when Diag 
left on short order without paying 
his bill, the bill was sent to Mr. 
Canada. The Mexican Government is 
taking care to see that all the infor- 
mation relative to Canada’s relations 
with Mexicans in a political way 
reach the ears of the populace, and

The crisis is expected any day now, 
Secretary of War Garrison, who is 
here, will be taken by Colonel Goeth- 
als to Culebra for a heart-to-heart 
talk. 

“There is reason to believe that 
Colonel Goethals has his plans en- 
tirely mapped out, and will present 
them to the Secretary of War, and 
leave the rest with Washington. 

“Tt is inconcelvable that Secretary 
Garrison, after seeing the situation 
and listening to the offeials, will de- 
cide against Colonel Goethals.” 

It is learned that the matter has 
been brought to the direct attention 
of he President in the past few days 
and the serious aspect of the situa- 
tion emphasized. 

It is said the President has been 
asked to consider whether, if he was 
really afraid of Goethals as a Presi- 
dential possibilify, if it would not do 
more to advance him by opposing 
his disinterested plans than by ap- 
proving. 

A new phase of the situation was 
the arrival of the commissionerg in 
Central America from the Panama 
Pacific Exposition at San Franciseo. 
They are James F. Stutesman, Os-

dered by the attacks that have 
made upon his morai cuaracter; that 


the charges of perversion and degen- 

j}eracy are utterly untrue agd_ that

“I have no hesitation,” said Mr. 
Elyea, “in saying that Leo M. Frank 
is, in my opinion, as moral a man, 
and a man with as much strength 
of character, as there is in the city 
of Atlanta. No man can talk with

I am in favor of the rod only in cases of absolute necessity 


in the home.

The rod is a relic of barbarism and is destined to be ban- 


ished from our modern life. 


I must admit, however, that the time for its abolishment 
has not arrived—From Recorder Broyles’ Interview. 


Recorder Nash Broyles is strongly 
of the opinion that the day is not far 
distant when corporal punishment for 
children, both in the home and ‘in 
will be regarded as barbarous, 
and when the training and correction 
of youngsters will be accomplished 
by precept and kind words. 

The Recorder has closely studied 
the question of punishment for chi!- 
dren for their varied petty offenses 
against the discipline of home, and 
has well defined views on this sub- 
ject. He expressed these views Wel- 
nesday morning in an interview with 
The Georgian, advancing opposition 
to the flogging of children as a gen- 
eral proposition. 

He referred to the rod as a relic 
of barbarism,” and <aid he hoped to 
see the time come in his own day 
when in reality it would be a mere 
relic in every sense of the word, He 
added significantly, however, that this 
time has not arrived, and that there 
is yet place in modern, everyday 
life for this little instrument, regard- 
ed by the offending juvenile as a pes. 
tiferous weapon of oppression, 

Rod Sometimes Necessary. 

“IT am in favor of the rod only in 

eases of absolute necessity,” said 


school, 


Judge Broyles. “This applies to use 
in the home. I do not believe it 
should be tolerated at all in our 
schools. 


“There are some instances of in- 
fractions of home rules that deman@ 
the rod. In such cases,’ it is not 
amiss, and, I believe, tends to a bet- 
terment of home government. But, 
in my opinion, a child should not be 
thrashed until kindlier and more hu- 
mane methods have been thoroughiy 
tested and have proved a failure. 

“If an offending child can be cor- 
rected and shown the error of its way 
without being whipped, it is much 
better for both the child and _ the 
parents. In many instances, thé rod 


serves only to terrify and cow the 
| child, and instill in 1% an unhealthy 
feat of its parents, Correction throguh 
love and kindness, I believe, is con- 
ducive to a much better development 
of the heart and disposition. 

“In my opinion, it is a mistake to 
permit corpogal punishment in our 
schools. The'teacher has other means 
‘by which she can correct a child rath- 
er than by the rod. I think a far se- 
verer punishment is to keep the child 
in the schoolroom during recess, 
while the other children are out in 


the fresh air romping and playing. 
Cites Own Experience. 

“At least, this is the way I feit 
about it. when I was in school. I 
didn’t mind a flogging near as much. 
The teacher also can impose demer- 
its for any infraction of rules, and 
this is the mortal dread of the aver- 
age child because of the fear of the 
c onsequences at home. 

“If a child becomes s0 disobedient 
that a thrashing is the only thing that 
will suffice, the punishment should be 
placed in the hands of the parents. 
I don’t think the teacher should at- 
tempt to apply the rod. The teacher 
could write a note to the parents, ex- 
plaining the offense of the child and 
recommending a whipping. If neces- 
sary, a rule could be adopted sus- 
pending the child until it is shown 
that the whipping has been adminis- 
tered. 

“The rod igs nothing more than » 
relic of barbarism ~and ‘is destined 
finally to be banished from our mod- 
ern life, I hope to see the time come 
in my own day when it will not be 
necessary to flog children, when their 
plastic natures will yield to kindness, 
love, and precept—the real humane 
weapong of correction. I must admit 
at the same time, however, that this 
time is not yet here, and that the rod 
still is found necessary in certain in- 
stances.”

Leaders in Movement, Assured of 
People’s Support, Set About 
Interesting W. & A. Board. 


Assured of the united support of all 
Atlantans to build a civic center over 
the railroad tracks that run through 
the center of the city, members of the 
joint committee of the City Council 
and the Chamber of Commerce on the 
plaza plan Wednesday began work to 
obtain the co-operation of the special 
Western and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
mission of the Legislature and of 
railroad officials, 

W. A. Wimbish, elected chairman 
of the committee at the organization 
meeting Tuesday afternoon, express- 
ed what he considered to be the policy 
of the committee. He said: 

“If Atlanta is ever to realizé her 
dream of a civic cénter over the rail- 
road tracks, now that the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Commission of 
the Legislature is considering terms 
for re-ieaging the State's railroad 
property is the opportune time. 

Will Enhance Property’s Value. 

“We should go before this commit- 
tee, I think, with at least an outline 
of what we propose to do. I do not 
believe, as has often been intimated, 
that there is sufficient sectional preju- 

dice in the State against Atlanta to 
defeat a good plan in the General 
Assembly. 

“What we want to do is to show 
the Legislature that our plan will not 
interfere with the value of the State’s 
property, but will enhance it. I am 
sure that they will join with us in 
price that the project will benefit and 
beautify Atlanta. 

“In conversations I have had with 
other members of the coramittee the 
opinion seems to be that a practical 
plaza would cost about $2,000,000, 
This would include a new passenger 
station which would be donated to 
the State. The question is how to 
Taise this money, 

Tax Abutting Property. 

“The most expedient step would be 
a bond issue. But such an immense 
Increase would come to the property 
owners who own frontage on the rail- 
Toad tracks that it would seem just 
that they should bear a part of the 
cost; and they have expressed a 


willingness to do that. 
“A suggestion is to levy on these

property owners an amount equal to 
6 per cent on the bond issue. If the 
bond issue should be $2,000,000 their 
part would be $120,000 a year. The 
yearly interest on the bonds could be 
Paid out of this amount and the re- 
mainder set aside as a sinking fund. 

“If the bonds were allowed to run 
50 years, say, the sinking fund would 
be sufficient to pay the entire prin- 
cipal. 

“All that would be required of the 
other taxpayers of the city would be 
to give their moral indorsement to 
the plan by voting a bond issue.”

ATLANTIS 


Men of Science Are Again Dis- 
cussing the Question Whether 
Plato’s Story of Its Strange 
Disappearance Was a Dream 
or the Fading Memory of a 


Tremendous Fact. 


HE missing continent of At- 
lantis, whose extraordi- 
hary story as told by the 

Greek philosopher, Plato, ts at 
once a fascinating romance and 
the greatest of geographical mys- 
teries, has again become the sub- 
ject of learned discussion, 

Was there or Was there not 
formerly @ continent {n the midst 
of the Atlantic Ocean? If it sank 
suddenly uyider the waves, with 
all its aplendid cities, as the trad!- 
tions gathered by Plato declared, 
are any traces of it now to be 
found on the bottom of the sea? 
In the light of modern acienée is 
it pousiblé to admit that a catas- 
trophe of such unexampled mag- 
nitudé as the swallowing up of a 
whole continent could oceur? 

Thesé are some of the questions 
reawakened by the investigation 
of the subject which M. L. Ger- 
main has recently published in the 
“annales de Geographic.” 

The ¢lué to thé mystery that M. 
Germain féllows is that which is 
furnished by the existence of the 
island groups of the Canaries, the 
Madetras, Cape de Verde and 
the Azores. These islands lie in 
deep water near the place where 
Piato waid Atlantis existed. Al- 
though they are widely separated, 
they possess plants and animals of 
the samé species, and these spe- 
cles are similar to those found in 
Southwestern Europe and North- 
ern Africa, but entirely different 
from those of Equatorial Africa. 

This fact is regarded as indi- 
cating that the islands in question 
once forméd part of a continuous 
continént, which was either di- 
rectly connected with Southern 
Kurope and Northern Africa by a 
bridgé of land, dr lay so close to 
them that animals and plants 
could easily cross over the inter- 
vening Strip of sea. 

Moreover, there are living in 
these islends species of plants and 
animals which once existed, but 
now exist no longer, in Burope, 
where their remains are to be 
found in deposits of the Tertiary 
Age. The explanation would seem 
to be that these plants and ani- 
mals lived contémporaneously in 
Europe and thé continent of At- 
lantis during ‘Tertiary times, but 
have sinc’ bécomeé extinet In Bu- 
rops, although they continue to 
exist on the islands which are the 
only visible remains of Atlantis. 

But there is another curious 
fact to be considered. The living 
species inhabiting these myeteri- 
ous islands not only resemble 
those of Southern Europe and 
Northern Africa, but aiso those of 
the West India Islands and Cen- 
tral America, This suggests that 
the continent of Atlantis ex- 
tended completely across the 
ocean and was connected with 
America on the west.

The man who runs the elevator IS SEEN by the big men 
and the little men in the building, and by visitors who come 
and go. 

THE ELEVATOR MAN IS SEEN BY THOSE WHO HAVE 
A CHANCE TO PROMOTE HIM IF THEY THINK HIM THE 
RIGHT KIND OF A MAN. 

And in that there is a chance that millions of other men 
might envy. 

Men working in basements, on farms, in factories, labor years 
long, never coming in contact with the man who might give them 
a hand upward. 

The elevator man is seen. He has a chance, even in his 
limited sphere of activity, to impress upon those with whom he 
comes in contact the fact that he is fit to do better and more 
important work. 


What should an elevator man do for his own sake and for 
the sake of future promotion?

His idea is that 
the puitfing might be used as head- 
quarters for the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, and for 
the various corn, canning and cotton 
siubs of the State, He would put 
these permanent exhibits on the up- 
per floors and the public market on 
the lower floor. Arcades would throw 
each street open to the stalls, 

Great Interest In Plaza. 

There is a world of interest in the 
plaza plan, by the way. Real estate 
men were heard Wednesday in gen- 
eral commendation of the scheme. 
They assert that the property owners 
Along the 3,000 feet of frontage of the 
plaza could well afford to pay the 
expense of the improvement, and that 
the city would not have to pay a cent. 

\ bond issue by the city has been 
fuggested by John W. Grant, and his 
ifea is'that the owners could pay the 
interest and in 50 years retire the 
principal.

Also Factor—Bad Weather 
Falls Flat on Market. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Futures failed 
to respond to better cables than due and 
more bullish weather news, the list 
being under active selling by the ring, 
due to the rumor that Theodore Price 
Was out with an estimate of 15,000,000 
bales and first prices were 8 to 11 points 
lower on distant positions, 1 off on De- 
cember and 1 up on October than Tues- 
day's finan. ° 

There was a lot of selling, which was 
absorbed by a few spot houses. The

Cotton is 
hard to pick and {s coming on the mar- 
ket slowly, as pce returns show, 
the crop being about 50 per cent gath- 
ered, against 63 per cent last year and 
66 per cent in 1911, There will be no 
further top crop owing to a killing frost 
on October 21, being sufficient to stop 

owth. Some flelds are flooded and 
olis are rotting. There are a few 
correspondents who look for a larger 
yield than last year and say the frost 
has improved prospects. Percentage 
condition is about the same as last 
month, Last year the date of killing 
frost was November 2. 

“Louisiana—On account of excessive 
rains, considerable cotton has rotten 
in the bolls and the grade is much im- 
patred, 
the top crop, while frost on October 21 
did considerable damage. Altogether, 
the prospect is very poor and percent- 
age condition shows severe deteriora- 
tion, A year ago killing frost appeared 
on November 13. Thexcrop is only 72 
per cent picked, against 8 per cent last 
year and 90 per cent in 1911, Farmers 
ore selling: as fast as the staple is gath- 
ered. 

“Tennessee—Killing frost on October 
20 destroyed largely top-crop prospects 
and checked further growth.
